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~ Church helps valley residents 
SF ovelss leadership, resources

EL CENTRO—“We are. trying to 
educate people in the dynamics of 
their own poverty. With that 
information, they can change their 
lives.” 


The speaker is John Graykowski, 
‘director of the Imperial County 
office of Catholic Community 
Services. and his unusual phil- 
osophy of turning poverty into a 
weapon against poverty already 
seems to be making some inroads 
here. 


JUST RECENTLY, the Diocese of 
San Diego under Bishop Leo T. 
Maher was selected from over 30 
dioceses around the country to 
participate in a rural development 
project sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 


The program is aimed at one of 
the most serious problems con- 
fronting the Imperial Valley: a 
_lack of adequate housing, of crisis 
proportions, for a burgeoning 
population, much of which lives well 
below the ee defined poverty 
juate- h sing. 

one of | ‘many s - 
economic problems the: people of 
- the valley—and the local CCS 
_ office —will have to face during the 
coming decade and beyond. - 


“No problem in the valley is an 
isolated one,” said Graykowski. He 
cited statistics which underlie the 
surface veneer of a seemingly lush 
and booming agricultural community 
which supplies much of the nation’s 
produce during the winter months. 


Fact: Of Imperial County’s 96,000 
people, 66 percent are Mexican- 
American, 20 percent Anglo, with 
Blacks and Asians accounting for the 
remainder. But almost half of the total 
. population—48 percent—is under 
the age of 24, with little prospect for 
the future. 


Fact: Of that large, young segment’ 


of the valley's population, 81 percent

are Mexican-American, and in the 
group over 16 years of age, 60 percent 
cannot read at.a sixth-grade level and 
58 percent are unemployed. 

Fact: There were 24 active youth 
gangs in the valley last year. By mid- 
1980, the Imperial County Sheriff's 


Department had already identified 
36. 


Fact: On a per-capita basis, valley 
residents have the highest drug and 
alcohol abuse rates, the highest 
incidence of tuberculosis, the highest 
percentage of children not immu- 
nized against common childhood 
diseases, the highest percentage of 
unwed mothers, and over one-fifth of 
all its families living on $5,000 per 
year or less. 


Fact: The official popdiction 
figures do not reflect the .large 
number of illegal aliens living and 
working in Imperial County. In 
thousands of American 
citizens are living in Mexicali, just 
across the international border 12 
miles south of here, because they 
cannot find housing of any kind on 
the U.S. side of the border where

“We're looking at a huge population 
10 years down the road with little 
prospect for jobs and education, 
and right now we're already a 
melting pot for every classic 
sociological problem,” said Gray- 
kowski. : 


“A band-aid approach to these 
problems just won’t work,” Gray- 
kowski explained. “We’re trying 
to develop leadership here, so that 
people can make use of their own 
resources. and control their own 
futures. We're a very rural area, and 
just bringing people together to talk 
about their problems isn’t easy. But 
money opens doors, and people are

The HUD program just awarded to 
the diocese is a good example of how 
the basic diocesan funding attracts 
outside help. But even the HUD award 
is dependent upon a new project 
sponsored by CCS which makes use of 
the resources of the valley residents 
themselves. 


Called Desert-Valle, this new credit 
union will supply much-needed loans 
and financing for housing. The initial 
capitalization came from Bishop 
Maher and the Victory Knoll Sisters 
who serve in the valley. The Sisters 
donated the money to the project out 
of their own retirement funds. 


“THE SISTERS were very clear 
about their commitment to the people 
of the Imperial Valley,’’ said 
Graykowski. “They gave out of their 
reserves.” This echoes the call of Pope 


Archbishop Roach 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Archbishop 
John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis 
has been elected president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB) Nov. 11, and Bishop 
James W. Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, has been chosen as vice 


- president. 


Archbishop Roach, 59, who has 
served as NCCB vice president for the 
past three years, was elected on-the 
second ballot by a vote of 135 out of 
258 votes cast. A simple majority of 
130 was needed. 


IN ANNOUNCING the results of the 
second ballot, outgoing NCCB 
president, Archbishop John R. Quinn 
of San Francisco, said, “Let's give the 
results of the second ballot, so we can 
move on to the vice president,” 
indicating that a majority had been 
reached.

John Paul Il in his missionary appeal, 
who urged that we give out of our 
substance, and not out of our 
abundance. 


But the unique thing about 
Desert-Valle is that the continued 
funding and success of the credit 
union: is totally dependent upon the 
-parishic 


deanery. “There is wealth even in 
poverty,” noted Graykowski, “and it 
can be put to work. Even families 
with incomes below the poverty 
-level do manage to set some money 


aside, and if you multiply that by. 


the thousands of families in the 
valley, you have a powerful economic 
tool.” 


What separates the wealthy 
community from the poor com- 
munity? “The inaccessibility of 
capital spells the difference,” said 
“The poor community 
has traditionally been a sieve 
through which even its own money 
flowed. But with the credit union the 
money will circulate and provide the 
capital for housing and small 
businesses.”

POPE AND TAXES— “Equity, 
freedom, the common good,” are the 


key ideas that must govern taxation, 


Pope John Paul II told tax specialists. 
“We've gone a long way from the days 
when tax collection was entrusted to 
the freedom of the publicans— who 
had a pretty good margin of initiative 
in the area—to the present day,” he 
said. 


The first principles of taxation must 


-be “equity in the assessment and 


payment of taxes.” Tax agencies must 
see to it that individuals, in fulfilling 
their tax duties, “are not victims of 
injustices in tax withholding.” 


The second guiding principle, 
freedom, “consists in this area in 
individuals and intermediary bodies 
having the capability of making their 
rights avail and defending them” on 
the basis of established laws and not 
of power. Regarding the common 
good, the pope quoted Christ’s words, 
“Give to Caesar what is Caesar's and to 
God what is God’s.” 


PRAYERS FOR REAGAN — The pope 
sent U.S. President-elect Ronald 
Reagan congratulations and prayers 
following the California Republican’s 
landslide election victory over 
President Jimmy Carter. 


CULTURES CONNECTED—The

Catholic lawyers must keep 
in mind Catholic teachings

SAN DIEGO— Does the fact that a 
lawyer is also a Catholic impose any 
special ethical considerations over 
and above the normal ethics of 
the profession? Michael A. Warren 
believes it does. 


“There’s been a lot of concern about 
legal ethics ever since Watergate,” 
said Warren, the current president of 
the Thomas More Society. “Legal 
ethics don’t exist in a vacuum; they 
have to be-applied in your profession- 
al life.”

THE THOMAS More Society is 
named after Sir Thomas More, the 
16th century saint and former Lord 
Chancellor of England who was 
martyred by Henry VIII for refusing to 
recognize the king’s claims to 
supremacy over the English Church. 
The society is composed of Catholic 
lawyers and judges and seeks to 
further both their professional and 
spiritual lives. 


The society currently has about 110 
members, of whom 35 participate in 
the group’s regular activities. These 
include a-monthly luncheon at the 
Hotel San Diego, which is always 
preceded by Mass, and evenings of 
reconciliation which center around 
the sacraments of reconciliation and 
Eucharist. 


The chaplain of the society is Father 
John Proctor, vice-officialis of the 
diocese. He was assisted at the 
September evening of recollection by 


~ Fathers Frank Penko and Nicolas 


Reveles. Another evening is planned 
for Lent, and wives of members are 
encouraged to attend all activities. 


THERE ARE SOME areas of the law, 
especially family law, where an 
attorney should be more sensitive to 
both the issues and the people 
involved because of Church teach- 
ings, said Warren. “We always try to 
distinguish for our clients what should 
be done morally and ethically ina 
situation, and what the minimal legal 


obligations are,” he said. “This is 
especially important where the 
support of children is concerned. 


“And there’s always the question of 
whether to litigate or settle out of 
court,” noted Warren. “Sometimes we 
must litigate to protect our clients’ 
rights, but an out-of-court settlement 
is always easier than through some 
third party. 


“We'd like to be truly representative 


of all the Catholic lawyers and judges ~ 


in San Diego,” said Warren, “but we 
feel we can be especially helpful to 
our younger members who are 
looking for guidance. The ethics of our 
profession are very good ones, but we 
believe that as Catholics we have an 
even higher ethical calling.” 


BUT THE IMPORTANT thing right 
now, Warren feels, is to reach out to as 
many members of the legal profes- 
sion in San Diego as possible. “We 
have a good thing right now, but we’d 
like to grow and become a truly 
effective voice. We can only do this by 
becoming more representative of our 
judges and attorneys.” 


The current vice president of the 


society is Judge Carlos Cazares of the 
San Diego Superior Court. Joseph 


O’Connor is the treasurer, and the . 


secretary is Bertha Carlos. 


The society plans to hold its annual 
election dinner on Dec. 5th at the 
Kona Kai Club, and more information 
may be obtained from Warren at 420- 
1951.

Do something good in your family 


Ten months have passed since our 
earnest New Year's resolutions were made 
and defended with the usual protestations. 
And, of course, this new year has exposed 
itself as a true follower of all those which 
have preceded it: witness our resolutions 
broken, ignored, or forgotten. 


One such resolution should have been to 
pay more attention to our families and their 
needs. 1980 is the Year of the Family. It is 
also the year of the world Synod of Bishops 
which met at the Vatican to find ways to 
support the family. 


However, unless we in some way have 
made it real, made it concrete, this Year of 
the Family will probably suffer the same fate 
as our broken resolutions. Or worse! We can 
end this year having heard constantly or 
spoken constantly about the Year of the 
Family and yet, having done nothing. 


Is the family important? The divorce rate 
soars but still gives only a weak indication of 


.picture of persons 


the families in our midst which are in 


trouble. Children are abused or neglected. 


Parents and grandparents are warehoused 
like troublesome, excess objects. 


On the other hand, we too often try to 
measure the actions of our own families 
against the performance of the television 
families -constantly invading our living 
rooms. Many of our families have less 
glitter, less show, less plastic perfection 
than have their television counterparts. But 
in our real families we can find substance, 
unrelenting reality, flawed approximations 
of Gospel values. 


As the many statements from the 
bishops’ synod have tried to tell us, in spite 
of the headlines in the secular press, the 
picture of the real family, as it should be, isa 
lovingly accepting 
responsibility for one another. It is a picture 
of listening and of caring. It is a picture of 
sacrifice and of struggle. It is a picture of 
us as we learn to love. 


Listen. Care. Sacrifice. Struggle. Learn. 
Love. The only way to assure that something 
good happens to your family during the two 
months left of this Year of the Family is to do 
something good in your family.

Vatican in its recent outbursts 


regarding divorce, contraception, and 


laicization of priests (SC, Oct. 30). Itis 
truly heartbreaking that after three 
years of preparation, the bishops’ 
synod on the family should end in a 
recitation of the same, tired, rigid 
pronouncements. 


A great deal of time, effort, and 
money could have been saved if the 
priests and laity involved in the synod 
had been warned that protecting 
papal authority at all costs would be 
the primary purpose of the synod. 


When the Vatican becomes a 
source of embarrassment to Catho- 
lics, rather than a source of 
inspiration, the Church is in deep 
trouble. As Hans Kung pointed outina 
recent talk at UC Berkeley, the last 
time the Vatican failed to heed the 
winds of change, the Reformation 
occurred. He pointed out that it took 
400 years for Church authorities to 
concede they were wrong about 
Galileo. Let’s hope it doesn’t take 


another 400 years for the Vatican to 


realize it is futile to cling to outmoded 
ideas that are neither psychologically 
nor theologically sound. 


Contemporary Catholics are too 
well educated and too well informed 
to accept these mindless edicts. 
When the Vatican decides to respond 
to the anguish and suffering of the 
Catholic faithful who must live with 
divorce, contraception, and the 
laicization of priests, then the faithful 
will begin listening to the Vatican 
again. Until then, | weep for the 
our Church.

A recent encounter pointed up for 
me a tension between two.aspects of 
my role as a priest. 


A man came to me, apparently very 
angry about some aspects of current 
policies and practices of the Church. 
He was asking for limited help—on 
his terms, terms which | saw as not 
open to me as | understood my 
responsibilities to the Church. 


BUT, INSTEAD of giving a straight 
“No, you will have to accept the 
policies laid down by the Church or | 
can’t help you...” | managed to keep 
the discussion going. 

‘Very soon it became clear that the 
specific objections were not the real 
issue at all. There was a completely 
separate personal hurt which had to 
be dealt with. 


Once it surfaced, it was quickly, 
dramatically resolved. | saw again 
something I’ve seen many times inthe 
priesthood: evidence of God's 
influence on the life of a person, an 
influence which seems completely 
disproportionate to anything said or 
done by the priest.

| take Church authority and Church 
law seriously. Some of the things l’ve 
read in recent years suggest that 
almost all provisions of law, all 
decisions of authority can yield ta the 
urgent spiritual needs of a particular 
person. 


It 
expresses compassion; it concen- 
trates on the needs of the individual 
rather than on the rules and 
judgments of an institution.

But you either believe that the Lord 
is presentin the Church or you don't. If 
you do, He is present in the Church as 
it is, not in some idealistic,

romanticized notion of what it should 
be. 


AND, AS IT IS, it often expresses 
itself in the specific teachings and 
decisions of authorities. 


At the same time, if there is 
anything clear to me in my reading of 
the New Testament, itis the sensitivity 
which Jesus showed to the needs of 
the particular person, whether the 
person needed rebuke for being 
unfaithful to God’s call or an 
assurance that a particular failure had 
not cut him off from the Father’s love.

Q: Just what is the Church’s law 
about non-Catholics receiving. 
Communion at Mass? 


A: It unfortunately does happen at 
times that an imprudent (or overly 
zealous) priest will invite everyone at 
Mass to receive Communion, but the 

~ Church has definite regulations 
concerning this. Apart from the case 
of people who belong to the Eastern 
churches, these rules are in effect for 
non-Catholics who wish to receive the 
Eucharist: 


(1) The person must Beieye | in the 
Real Presence as we understand this; 
(2) There must be a serious spiritual 
need for the strength of the Eucharist: 
“a need for an increase in spiritual life 
and a need for a deeper involvement 
in the mystery of the Church and ofits 
unity”; (3) For a prolonged space of 
time, the person is unable to receive 
the Eucharist in one of his own 
communities; (4) The non-Catholic 
spontaneously asks for the sacra- 
ment; (5) The individual must be 
practicing the Christian life and be 
properly disposed.

Paul reminds the people that he was 
never indigent, although he could well 
have claimed support from the 
Christian communities he visited and 
where he taught and preached. “We 
worked day and night, slaving and 
straining, so as not to be a burden on 
any of you.” That was to be the 
Christian way. 

WE ARE OFTEN rather irresponsible 
in the way we dispense charity. 
Sometimes we do what we do more for 
ourselves than for the person we 
intend to benefit. 


We may-be driven by our own need 
to seem a “nice guy,” or by a 
sentimental sympathy — “Poor fellow, 
poor woman, how could | say ‘no.’” 
Then we are likely to hand out money 


1967) cites two examples (besides 
the danger of death) when intercom- 
munion would be possible: people 
who are in prison and those who are 
suffering from persecution. Kevin 
Seasoltz in “New Liturgy, New Laws,” 
adds: “But it (the document) does 


~ acknowledge that there are other, 


cases of urgent necessity that are not 
confined to circumstances of suffer- 
ing and danger. For example, 
Christians such as migrants might be 
scattered far from their own proper 
ministers and cannot receive 
Communion except at great incon- 
venience and expense.” 

Who is to make the decision in 
particular cases? The Instruction of 
June 1, 1972, clearly states: “If cases 
of the same pattern recur often in a 
given region, episcopal conferences 
can give general directions. More 
often, however, it falls to the bishop of 
the diocese to make a decision. He 
alone will know all the circumstances 
of particular cases.” Therefore, “open 
communion” is not allowed.

It insists that he or she 
continue to develop toward the 
potential that they, will attempt to 
deny. 


When the indigent happens to be a 
son or daughter who has returned to 
the family home in adulthood 
expecting to be supported by the 
parents, it is a more difficult situation.

Those who are faithful will be saved 


November 16, 1980, 33rd Sunday. 
Malachi 3:19-20; 2 Thessalonians 
3:7-12; Luke 21:5-19. 


In periods of great stress and crisis, 
when the fabric of society seems torn 
in two, some people become so 
overwhelmed by the force of evil that 
they can foresee only a continuous 
doom. This experience forms the 
foundation for what we call apocalyp- 
tic literature. 


No prospect for betterment or 
improvement but rather a hopeless 
pessimism often characterized the 
apocalyptic. The religious or holy 
person can do nothing to make the 
age a better time in which to live but 
must await God’s expected interven- 
tion. 


SUCH THINKING may seem out of 


sorts with the preaching of the good 
news of Jesus Christ, but in fact it 
actually helped Christians in an age of 
persecution as it helped Jews in 
similar periods of strife. When the 
Syrians and Greeks persecuted the 
Jews and when the Romans persecut- 
ed the Christians, they discovered 
strength to remain constant in faith 
through the help of their apocalyptic 
literature. Since they also believed in 
rewards for the just and punishment 
for the wicked, they also could look 
‘forward to some righting of wrongs. 


The readings for this Sunday have 
an apocalyptic tone. It is the last 
Sunday of the liturgical year and thus 
causes no surprise when the 
arrangers of the lectionary choose 
readings that have apocalyptic 
overtones. 
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The basic thought centers on the 
salvation of the just. Each reading — 
Malachi, Thessalonians, and Luke— 
contains this same glimmer of hope: 
those who are faithful will be saved. 


EACH OF THE SYNOPTIC gospels 
(Mark, Matthew, and Luke) have 
chapters which contain apocalyptic 
sayings. The section from Luke forms 
part of a larger discourse which also 
treats of signs in the sun and stars, 
earthquakes, and tidal waves. The 
author also includes some reflections 
on the destruction of Jerusalem. 


While the images are extreme and 
fanciful, most of the ideas are part of 
history or part of a future possibility. 
Instead. of changes in the sun and 
stars we might well talk about nuclear 


holocaust, but the ideas arethe same. 


Luke wrote his gospel after the 
destruction of the city of Jerusalem by 
the Romans in .70 A.D. Christians 
could recall this great sign of the 
power of evil that had befallen the holy 
city and use it as an example of other 
events yet to come. During this period, 
Rome persecuted the newly formed 
Church of Jesus, which also fits within 
an apocalyptic sense. 


THROUGHOUT THIS section of 
Luke, the author tries to strengthen 
his readers in their faith and 
encourage them to remain true to 
their commitment to Jesus in spite of 
any obstacles. God will eventually 
intervene and preserve those who are 
worthy of being saved because of 
faith.

Community groups work for 
improved neighborhood life 


in May of this year, Father Ned 
Brockhaus, pastor of Our Lady of 
Angels Church in Southeast San 
Diego, stood before more than 125 
angry residents of the area and nailed 
a “declaration of war” to the side of a 
dilapidated building near the church. 
For six years, residents’ had 
complained of crime, noise, drug 
traffic, and danger to children posed 
by the structure, but to‘no avail. Within 
three weeks of this “declaration of 
war’ on irresponsible absentee 
landlords, however, the house was 
torn down by the owner. These 
residents, members of the two- 


month-old Sherman Action Commu- 
nity, had accomplished in six weeks 
what the city was unable to do six 
years. 


Today, only six months later, the 


Sherman neighborhood organization is 
but one of 


five neighborhood

community to the reality of its own 
power —the power to effectively use 
the resources available to its 
residents tc improve the quality of life 
in the community. : 


AT TIMES THIS has meant 
confronting the captain of police on 
the steps of the parish rectory or 
jamming 60 residents into the office 
of the deputy city manager to demand 
action on street sweeping. It has also 
meant a “fiesta” held in the parish hall 
to celebrate Mexican Independence 
Day and a convention of the five 
neighborhood groups, which attract- 
ed more than 300 residents and city 
officials. 


The feverish activity in Our Lady of 
Angels parish in the past six months is 
only a part of organizing efforts that 
have been going on throughout South 


-San Diego for the past two-and-a-half 


campaigned for—and received — more frequent street cleaning in the 
neighborhood surrounding Our Lady of Angels parish. 


organizations that have been 


established recently within the - 


boundaries of Our Lady of Angels 
parish. With the assistance of two 
organizers working through the 
parish, these groups have developed 
into effective organizations that have 
multiplied the initial “victory” of the 
Sherman group many times over. — 


AMONG THESE victories was a 
successful attempt to gain more 
frequent street sweeping in the area, 
the refurbishing of a long-abandoned 
house, more frequent patrols and 
improved lighting for a violence-prone 
neighborhood park, and the elimina- 
tion of an abandoned service station. 


These victories are some of the 
visible signs of a new vitality and 
sense of power in this multi-racial 
inner-city parish community. 


As one resident stated, “This place 
used to be a ghetto, but it’s not 
anymore. People are proud of their 
neighborhood.” This pride marks the 
awakening of a parish and a 


years. Presently, 11 neighborhood 
organizations make up three large 
areas that have been organized 
recently with the assistance of the 
Southeast San Diego Sponsoring 
Committee. 


The committee began work in May 


of 1978 with a lone staff member and. 


$15,000 seed money from Bishop 


Maher. Since then, grants from the 


Campaign for Human Development 
have enabled the committee to 
expand to a full-time staff of seven, 
with two part-time workers under the 
direction of Jesuit Father George 
Wanser. The staff work with the 
people in the neighborhoods, 
providing leadership training and 
technical assistance to the newly- 
organized groups until these groups 
become self-sufficient. 


THIS ASSISTANCE has enabled 
these 11 neighborhood organizations 
to duplicate many times over the 
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CHD shows Christian concern by 
addressing the causes of poverty 


A communications service for 
Spanish-speaking people, an econo- 
mic development project for 
American Indians, a pre-legal aid 
service for Asians, a community 
organizing project for a multiracial 
neighborhood — this is a wide range of 
projects involving people of many 
different backgrounds but- all have 
one thing in common. 


They are the dreams of people who 
want to try and find some way that 
they can help themselves and others 
in their community grapple with the 
unjust conditions in which they live. 


THE CAMPAIGN FOR Human 
Development (CHD) has been 
funding programs such as those listed 
above here in our diocese since 1971. 
Although San Diego has been dubbed 
“America’s Finest City,” we are not 
without our own share of problems 
that confront both the urban and the 
rural poor of San Diego and Imperial 
counties. 


In a recent visit to San Diego, Father 
Marvin Mottet, executive director of 
CHD, described the funding of area 
projects by saying, “CHD is not a 
handout, it’s a way out. CHD helps us 
avoid the trap of ‘blaming the victim’ 
and gives us a way of showing true 
Christian concern by addressing the 
causes of poverty.” 


Father Mottet was in San Diego to 


_ award the two grants which qualified 


for funding from this diocese for the 
1980-81 year. Altogether, in the ten 
years of CHD’s history, the diocese of 
San Diego has received 13 grants fora 
total of almost a half-million dollars. 
There are eight categories of projects, 
including health, housing and 
transportation. Grants to projects in 
the San Diego diocese have included 
two for communication, one each for 
educational legal aid, four for| 
economic development, and five for 
social development. 


THE NEED FOR self-help projects in 
the San Diego diocese is extensive, 
with a diverse popuation including 
many ethnic groups and socio- 
economic problems. We have migrant 
worker populations in both San Diego 
and Imperial. counties, American 
Indian reservations, people being 
displaced by downtown development, 
and growing populations of new 
refugees. 


CHD is not able to fund all 
applicants. This diocese received 
funding for two of 11 proposals and, at 
the national level, CHD was only able 
to grant awards to 140 of 646 
applicants. The theme for the 
campaign this year is, “Let Justice 
Flourish.” We of the San Diego diocese 
can certainly see how this. is being 
accomplished.

was the largest in the campaign's 10- 
year history. 


@ In 1980, 646 applications were 
received from poverty groups 
requesting $44 million. Only 140 of 
these projects could be funded. 


@ Of every $1 the national CHD 
receives, 96 cents goes directly into 
self-help grants and loans. 


On the national level, an advisory 
committee of 40 persons—lay and 
religious — annually recommends 
projects to be funded. Twelve bishops 
representing the 12 regions of the 
United States make final decisions on 
funding.

Tuition tax credit support 
by Reagan may possibly be 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Reaction in 
the Catholic community to Ronald 
Reagan’s election as president has 
made much of Reagan’s avowed 
support of tuition tax credits. Reagan 
repeatedly said throughout his 
campaign that he favored the credits 
as an issue of economic justice and 
parental rights for taxpayers who want 
to send their children to non-public 
elementary and secondary schools. 


Non-public school officials and 
other supporters of the tax benefit 
legislation thus have been saying that 
with Reagan in the White House and 
Republicans dominating the Senate, 
chances of tuition tax credits being 
enacted into law during 1981 or 1982 
are very good. 


BUT AS WITH all legislative 
proposals, the initial optimism over 
the opportunity to pass a long-awaited 
bill has to be tempered with the reality 
of the legislative process with all its 
potential roadblocks. There also are 
the legal challenges which are certain 
_to be set in motion by strict church- 
state separationists should the 
proposal become law. 


Of course, one of the major 
roadblocks has been. removed with 
Reagan’s election. President Carter 
made no secret of his opposition to 


_tuition tax credits and probably would 


have vetoed the measure had it been 
in 1978. 
Congress then: probably would have 
been unable to muster enough votes 
to override the president’s veto. 


Though nothing is certain in Capitol 
Hill politics, the House appears willing 


to continue its support for the credits. ~ 


WHEN THE HOUSE approved 
tuition tax credits in 1978, two key 
votes approving the legislation were 
209-194 and 207-183. Although 
those votes gave tuition tax credit 
supporters only narrow victories, it 
would probably be safe to assume that 
the Republican gain of more than 30 
House seats—though still not a 


election gain for Catholics 


majority— would give tuition tax 
credits an even safer margin. The 
Republican: platform strongly 
expresses support for the legislation. 

The measure also should have an 
easier time next year in the House 
Ways and Means Committee, which 
would have jurisdiction over any tax 


credit proposal. Rep. Al Ullman (D- . 


Ore.), the committee’s chairman, 
opposed the credit in 1978. But he 
was defeated for re-election Nov. 4, 
and his probable successor as chair- 
man, Rep. Daniel Rostenkowski (D- 
lll.), a Catholic from Chicago, has 
voted for tuition tax credits in the past. 


In. the Senate, there also is some 
room for optimism on tuition tax 
credits, though chances for passage 
there seems less certain than in the 
House. 


WHEN THE SENATE defeated 
tuition tax credits in 1978, the vote 
was 56-41. Of the 56 senators who 
voted against the measure, 33 will still 
be inthe Senate next year. Likewise, of 
the 41 senators who voted for the 
credits, only 27 will still be around to 
vote for the legislation again. Thus, 
backers of the measure need at least 
23 commitments from either new 
senators or senators who have 
changed their minds before they can 
claim a majority. 

Another indication of the tough time 
the legislation might have in the 
Senate is the overwhelming defeat 
earlier this year of the proposal by 
Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y.) 
to give needy non-public elementary 
and high school students federal 
‘grants to help pay tuition. Of the 71 
senators who voted against the bill, 59 
will still be members of the 97th 
Congress. 


But there are many good signs in 
the Senate as well. The probable new 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Sen. Robert Dole (R-Kan.), has 
consistently voted for aid for non- 
public school students. And backers

of the credits say part of the reason it 
was defeated in the Senate in 1978 
was the intense lobbying effort 
against it by the Carter administra- 
tion. 


A COURT BATTLE also looms if 
tuition tax credits are enacted, even 
though the Reagan campaign argued 
strenuously that the measure would 
pass the test of constitutionality. 

Reagan claimed that tuition tax 
credits are based on the right of 
parents “of any or no religion” to 


choose the kind of education their 


children should receive, thus taking it 
out of the reach of church and state. 


But tax credit opponents are just as 
forceful in arguing that past Supreme 
Court decisions, especially the 1973 
decision in Committee for Public 
Education v. Nyquist, indicate that 
any program of tuition tax credits 
would have the unconstitutional 
effect of advancing religion. 

TAX CREDIT supporters hope that if 
their bill does pass, the Supreme 
Court might see what they say is the 
error_in its Nyquist decision and 
uphold the measure. . 
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Chairman discusses role, goals of DPC

Q: What is the DPC? 


The DPC—the official title is 
“Diocesan Pastoral Council of San 
Diego” —is a group of laity, religious, 
and clergy— men and women— who 
come together at least four times a 
year to meet with Bishop Maher to 
discuss and advise him on matters of 
pastoral concern in the diocese. The 
DPC is unique in that it is the only body 
that is representative of the entire 
people of God in the Church of San 
Diego. 

Q: What does the DPC do? 


It does several things. First and 
foremost, as Vatican II has mandated, 
it shares with the bishop responsibi- 
lity for the total mission of the Church 
in the diocese. This does not mean 
that the DPC assumes or lessens the 
authority of the bishop but that it 
shares with him his heavy responsi- 
bilities. 

Secondly, the DPC serves as a 
channel of information from the 
people of God to their bishop. It is a 
forum for open communication and 
dialogue. Needs, requests, issues are 
discussed and prioritized; then; 
appropriate action is taken. Very often 


there is an agency or department at 
the Diocesan Office that can 
implement or provide the necessary 
services. 


Thirdly, the DPC can give support to 
the bishop when he speaks out on 
contemporary religious and ethical 
issues. 


Fourthly, the DPC serves as a link 
between the different groups in the 
diocese. We have elected representa- 
tives from the Priests’ and the Sisters’ 
Councils; each deanery elects two 
delegates — a man and a woman—as 
its representatives to the DPC. This 
links each parish council with the DPC 
also. The bishop has requested that 
the Diocesan Commissions have a 
liaison with the DPC. 


Q: Diocesan Commissions— what 
are they? 

These are committees of persons — 
lay, clerical, and religious— who are 


interested and/or specialized in — 


particular areas of pastoral concern. 
At the moment there are 10 such 
areas— communications, ecumen- 
ism, education, evangelization, family 
life, social justice, worship, church 
administration, black Catholics, and 
Hispanic Catholics. There is a 
diocesan commission for each of 
these areas, though at the moment 
two—the Liturgy and Prayer (wor- 
ship) Commission and the Social 
Justice Commission—are in the 
process of reorganization. 


Q: What is the relationship of these 
Diocesan Commissions with the DPC? 


They are like standing committees 
of the DPC with a unique difference. 
They are advisory not only to the DPC

The 
chancellor of the diocese is also an ex 
officio member and so is the 
chairman of the Spanish Speaking 
Executive Commission. A total of four, 
then, are ex officio members. 


To provide for a balanced 
complement.of membership, both the 
bishop and the DPC each can appoint 
up to three members-at-large. 


Q: You said the bishop is the 
president of the DPC. What is your 
function as chairperson and what is 
the relationship between the DPC and 
the bishop? 


My task or function is to conduct all 
meetings of the DPC and the 
executive board, to set up all 
necessary committees and appoint 
the chairman and members. |amalso 
an ex officio member of all the 
committees. Z 


The bishop, as president of the DPC, 
convokes and attends all meetings of 
the DPC and its executive board. He 
keeps the DPC informed on such 
matters as affect the life of the 
diocese and implements those 
guidelines and policies proposed and 


approved in accord with the 


constitution. The bishop shares his 
concerns and love fox the people of 
the diocese. We, in turn, have an 
excellent opportunity to help him in 
his most difficult task. Our responsi- 
ble advice and help can do much for 
the Church: Never before have the 


people had such a chance to work so — 


closely with the hierarchy. 


Q: How many active committees 
does the DPC have? 


At the moment there are eight. — 
There is the Constitution Review, the ~ 


Due Process, Parish Council, 
Goals/Priorities, Minorities, Deanery 
Council, Orientation, and the Concilia- 
tion/Arbitration Committees. 4 


Q: From the names of the 
committee, | can readily understand 
the major concern of most of the 
committees. Could you explain what 
the due process committee and the 
Conciliation/ Arbitration Committee 
are doing? 


The Due Process Committee has 
been very active. It made several 


recommendations last May which’ 


were approved and are now ready for 
implementation. Since a number of 
these recommendations deal with 
the Diocesan Council of Conciliation 
and the Diocesan Board of Arbitra- 
tion, the committee set up to 
implement these recommendations 
is called the Conciliation/ Arbitration 
Committee. 


The task of the Due Process 
Committee this year is to deal with 
rights and education and- prepare 
recommendations regarding creative 
ways of doing this in the diocese. By 
the way, due process is one of the DPC 
goals. 


Q: What are the DPC’s goals? 


Before answering your question 
directly, let me first say that we are 
learning a lot about goal setting at the 
diocesan level and the time it takes to 
accomplish a goal. Last year we set 
four goals—to assist in establishing 
functional parish councils by May, 
1980; to assist deaneries in 
establishing strong deanery councils 
by February, 1980; to insure that the 
diocesan commissions are function- 
ing by February, 1980; and to study 
and evaluate due process in the 
diocese by May, 1980. 


We've made great strides in 
accomplishing these goals, but | 
estimate that we will take nine months 
to a year longer.

SAN DIEGO — Question: How do you 


feed an average of 300 people or more 
each month from a cupboard not 
much bigger than a walk-in closet? 
Answer: You don’t. Unless your name 
is RayMonda DuvVall, a Sister of the 
Community of the Holy Spirit and 
director of emergency assistance for 
Catholic Community Services. 


Sister RayMonda and her intake 
workers provide food, clothing, and 
assistance with medical prescriptions 
on an “immediate need basis” for 
individuals and families which come 
for help at the CCS offices at 349 
Cedar Street, just around the corner 
from St. Joseph Cathedral. 


“WE NEVER question the legitimacy 
of any first-time requests,” said Sister 
RayMonda. “If they come back a 
second time, we see what progress 
they have made and consider 
possible referrals to other social 
agencies. We try to deal only with 
crisis situations.” 


The emergency. assistance pro- 
gram is funded both by United Way 
and the Diocese of San Diego, but the 
immediate — and continual — need of 
the program is, surprisingly, not 
money, but donations of foodstuffs, 
particularly dry staples and canned 
goods, which are then assembled in 
four basic kinds of food baskets. The 
baskets provide for single persons 
with no cooking facilities up to more 
substantial packages for groups of 
five or more with access to a kitchen. 


’“Our food baskets are not 
extravagant,” Sister noted. “They 


provide a basically starchy diet, and 
we would like to see more contribu-. 
tions of canned vegetables, meat and 
dairy products along with the basics.” 


WHILE THE DEMAND for food 
parcels remains fairly constant, it is 
heaviest during the holiday season 
from Thanksgiving through the end of 
the year. “We see many families who 
are just making it during the year, but 
when Thanksgiving and Christmas 
come around they feel the pressure to 


provide something special. And they 


just can’t afford to go out to the store 
and buy a turkey or other dinner 
items.” 


Once again Sister is appealing to all 
of the parishes in our diocese to 


collect turkeys and other holiday - 


items, and to think seriously of having 
regular food collections on a once-a- 
month basis. She cited the Imma- 
culata and Sacred Heart of Coronado 
as two parishes which have been 
especially helpful. 


“Can you imagine the impact on our 
program if the parishes were to hold 
monthly collections and each 
parishioner donated only one dollar’s 
worth of food each time?” asked Sister 
RayMonda. “That would free our 
funds so that we wouldn't have to buy 
food, and we could then meet many 
basic needs over and above the 
immediate problem of feeding 
people.” 

SISTER CITED many requests from 
parishes to help families who need 
housing, furniture, or emergency 
loans. “You just can’t do this when 
your budget is spent on food items.” 


Sister RayMonda taught both 
elementary and junior high school 
before coming to CCS, and would like 
to see both parish councils and the 
schools make use of “our media and 
people, so that we will be thought of as 
part of the missions, too.”
